First Call Information: 

On Tuesday, November 28, 2017, about 0353 hours, Alameda County Sheriff s Office personnel notified 
me of an inmate suicide death by hanging at the Santa Rita Jail in Dublin. The inmate was later identified 
as Edwin Alexander Villalta, a 29 year old Hispanic male. For purposes of clarity, Edwin Villalta will be 
referred to as Villalta; all other involved parties with the surname of Villalta will be referred to by their 
given name. I (Sobrero) later contacted Deputy M. Ahlf who told me the following in summary. 

On Friday, November 10,2017, Villalta was booked into the Santa Rita Jail after being arrested by 
Hayward Police Officers. Villalta had resisted arrest which resulted in force being used to take Villalta 
into custody. Villalta sustained facial injuries while being restrained. 

Villalta was transported to Washington Hospital in the City of Fremont for a medical examination and 
treatment of his injuries. After treatment, Villalta was deemed fit for incarceration and discharged from 
Washington Hospital. Hayward Police Officers transported Villalta to the Santa Rita Jail in Dublin to be 
booked on several charges. Due to Villalta’s classification status, he was placed into an Administrative 
Segregation housing unit. Administrative Segregation (Ad-Seg) inmates are housed alone in two man 
cells. 

Villalta was taken to Housing Unit 1 and assigned to Cell D-9. Housing Unit 1 was configured as an Ad- 
Seg unit where the inmates have no physical contact with other inmates. Due to the unpredictable nature 
of the inmates classified as Ad-Seg, deputies perform a security check on every inmate in the unit at least 
once every half hour. 

On Tuesday, November 28, 2017, about 0230 hours. Deputy Ujdur saw Villalta sitting alone on his bunk 
bed inside Cell D-9 during a security check of Housing Unit 1. 

About 0256 hours. Deputy Ujdur found Villalta hanged by the neck and unresponsive in Cell D-9.^ 
Villalta had a blue jail issued blanket tied around his neck and secured to the upper bunk. Villalta’s body 
weight was transferred to the blanket causing a constriction of Villalta’s airway and likely a restriction of 
blood flow to and from Villalta’s brain. 

Deputy Ujdur summoned assistance from Deputy M. Ahlf who requested an emergency code 3 medical 
response. Deputies Ahlf and Ujdur entered Villalta’s cell to attempt life saving measures. Additional 
deputies responded and the blanket was untied and removed from around Villalta’s neck. Villalta was 
placed on the jail cell floor where CPR was begun. On duty medical staff arrived and continued CPR and 
an Automatic Electronic Defibrillator (AED) was requested.

Deputies moved Villalta to the carpeted area directly ia front of his cell door to provide work space for 
the paramedics and their equipment. 

About 0306 hours, ALCO Fire, Engine #17 arrived and life saving measures continued. 

About 0310 hours. Paramedics Plus, Rig #5203 arrived on scene. 


About 0317 hours, Villalta’s death was pronounced after lifesaving measures were unsuccessful. 

Villalta was left lying on the day room floor covered with a sheet. Villalta’s arraignment sheet^^ed

Based on the court document belonging to Villalta, and 
Villalta being the lone occupant of Cell D-9, it was determined Villalta was the author of the writings. 


Sergeant D. Taylor authorized a press hold m this case. (SS1832) 


Medical Summary: 

According to Santa Rita Jail medical and mental health documents, Villalta had 1 


T^illalta had a^^^^tattoo in the lower center of his abdomen and a large vertical scar ot untoiown 
origin split the tattoo in half. Villalta was involved in a use of force with law enforcement during his 
most recent arrest on 11/10/2017 and suffered non-life threatening facial injuries. (See SRJ booking 
photograph dated 11/10/17 in case photographs) (SS1832) 


Description of the Death/ Injury Scene: 

On Tuesday, November 28, 2017, about 0256 hours, Villalta was found alone and hanged inside Housing 
Unit 1, Cell D-9, at the Santa Rita Jail, located at 5325 Broder Boulevard in the City of Dublin. 

About 0317 hours, Villalta was pronounced dead in front of Cell D-9 by Alameda County Fire Captain A. 
Bowles. (SSI832) 

Body Identification: 

I (Sobrero) recovered Edwin Alexander Villalta’s California Driver’s LicenseHI^I^Hfrom his 
secured property. 1 compared Villalta’s photograph and physical descriptors t^n^eceoent and they 
appeared to match. (SSI832) 

On Tuesday, November 28,2017, about 2244 hours. The Central Identification Bureau (CB) faxed a 
fingerprint comparison letter to the Coroner’s Bureau indicating the positive comparison of Coroner’s 
case 2017-03580 to Person File Number (PFN)^^^Bassociated with, Villalta, Edwin with DOB: 
08/14/1988. The fingerprints were positively identified to have been made by the same subject. 
(CEF1691) 


Next of Kin Investigation: 

I (Sobrero) conducted an Accurint and MyFamilyNow.com search in ordeM^ocate Villalta’s next of kin. 
I located several potential relatives with multiple addresses in the City I gave the search 
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documents to my dayshifl co workers and requested they determine if any of the records were valid. I 
further requested Villalta’s family be notified of his death and the circumstances of the incident. 
(SS1832)

I (Sobrero) issued Coroner’s receipt number 38771 for Villalta’s body, property, written documents and 
the bed sheet ligature. Villalta and the clothing he wore were left undisturbed in refrigeration in the 
morgue. The ligature and two related documents were placed into evidence and secured in Evidence 
Locker #2. (SSI832) 

On Wednesday, November 29, 2017, Villalta’s father,^^^^HBapproved Villalta’s release to Holy 
Angels Funeral and Cremation Center. Paul Newton latel^move^Villalta from the Coroner’s Bureau 
morgue.

On Tuesday, November 28, 2017, about 0443 hours, I (Sobrero) arrived at the Santa Rita Jail. I contacted 
Lieutenant C. Cedergren and we walked to Housing Unit 1 on the maximum security side of the jail. I 
entered Housing Unit 1 and located Villalta lying on the D-Pod Dayroom floor in front of Cell D-9. 
Several deputies were present and the housing unit was locked down and quiet. 


As I approached the Cell D-9,1 saw a dark blue sheet covering Villalta on the floor in front of an open 
cell door, later identified Cell D-9. I began my investigation by inspecting and photographing the interior 
of the cell. Deputies had cut Villalta’s blanket ligature free from the upper bunk and removed it from Cell 
D-9 along with the documents Villalta had written on. The items were packaged as evidence and were 
sitting on a stainless steel table in the day room. Inside Villalta’s jail cell I saw several items normally 
found in an inmate’s cell. None of the items was deemed relevant to Villalta’s death. I saw no writings 
on the jail cell walls attributable to Villalta. I took digital photographs of the jail cell and its contents. 

Deputies removed the sheet covering Villalta and I took two photographs before I moved him into Cell 9 
.to avoid exposing him to the remaining in m ates. Villalta was dressed in red jail issued pants and gray 
socks. Villalta’s chest was exposed and I saw a large vertical scar on his abdomen partially obscured by a 
tattoo. AED pads remained adhered to Villalta’s upper right chest and lower left flank. Electro 
Cardiogram (ECG) tabs remained adhered to Villalta’s left upper arm and right forearm. After rolling up 
Villalta’s pants, I saw two additional ECG tabs adhered to his shins. Villalta’s face was unshaven and 
reddish purple. The distinction in color between Villalta’s neck and face was stark. The external surfaces 
of Villalta’s lips were pale, but the inner portions of Villalta’s lips were dark red with a dried appearance. 
A line of dry saliva began at the right comer of Villalta’s mouth and ran in a straight line towards 
Villalta’s chin. This was an indication that Villalta’s face was completely upright and level when the 
saliva drained from his mouth and dried. I performed a limited external examination of Villalta. 

Villalta was warm to the touch and rigor mortis was minor and limited to the jaw and limbs. Villalta’s 
eyes showed a moderate amount of petechial hemorrhaging. A wide imprint on the skin around Villalta’s 
neck was consistent with the heft and textirre of the jail issued blanket deputies represented as Villalta’s 
ligature. The position of the ligature imprint around Villalta’s neck was only slightly upward at the rear 
of Villalta’s head which was indicative of a rather tight noose. The imprint appeared most distinct on the 
right side of Villalta’s neck indicating the ends of the blanket were tied and the knot had rested in that 
position. Rigor mortis was present and consistent with how I found Villalta positioned on the floor. The 
coloring was a moderate shade of pirik and strong on Villalta’s back, arms, neck and scalp. 


1 secured Villalta’s hands in brown bags to preserve evidence. I took several photographs of Villalta to 
document his condition and I prepared Villalta for transportation. I gathered the evidence collected by 
^^^^^^/illalta’s property which consisted of his street clothes and California Driver’s License 

About 0545 hours, 1 arrived at the Coroner’s Bureau and processed Villalta into the morgue. I took intake 
photographs and processed evidence and property and entered the items into CME. Villalta was placed 
into refrigeration and I downloaded the case photographs to a CD/R and placed it in the case file.

On Tuesday, November 28,2018, about 0930 hours. Coroner’s Pathologist, Doctor Paul W. Herrmann 
performed Villalta’s full autopsy. Dr. Herrmann requested toxicology testing on a sample of Villalta’s 
femoral blood. Dr. Herrmann documented Villalta’s cause of death as “Asphyxia” and “Hanging,” both 
with an interval from onset of “Minutes.” (SSI 82) 


On Wednesday, November 29, 2018, Central Valley Toxicology (CVT) performed a complete drug 
screen on Villalta’s femoral blood sample. CVT’s toxicology report documented no common acidic, 
neutral or basic drugs or ethyl alcohol was detected in Villalta’s supplied femoral blood sample. 

(SSI832) 

On Sunday, December 24,2018,1 requested permission to remove the press hold fi'om this case in order 
to submit the file for approval and closure. The authorization form was emailed to Santa Rita Jail and 
later forwarded to investigations for approval. (SSI832) 

On Wednesday, January 24, 2018,1 submitted a second request which was granted and I removed the 
press hold from CME. The authorization form was placed in the case file. (SSI832) 

Findings: 

On Wednesday, January 24, 2018,1 (Sobrero) reviewed this case for completeness and to determine and 
document Villalta’s manner of death. I reviewed the police report, my investigative report and Doctor 
Herrmann’s autopsy protocol. The three reports all lead to my finding that Villalta intentionally took his 
own life by hanging himself with a blanket ligature. Villalta’s death was mannered as a suicide. 
(SS1832) 

Supervisor Review: 

On Wednesday, January 31, 2018,1 reviewed this case for closure. The report was complete and I 
concurred with the findings. I consider this case closed. (djd863)

132 The ribs are intact. The lungs fill the pleural spaces. 

133 LUNGS: The left lung, weighs 500 grams. The right lung 

134 weighs 650 grams. The pulmonary arteries and bronchi show no

151 acutely congested. The gallbladder and extrahepatic ducts are 

152 unremarkable though there is some cholesterolosis of the bladder

153 mucosa. 

154 SPLEEN: The spleen weighs 190 grams. The capsule is 

155 smooth. The parenchyma is soft and congested. 

156 PANCREAS: The pancreas is of normal size and retains a 

157 lobular architecture. It is also congested. 

158 ADRENAL GLANDS: The adrenals are equal in size. The 

159 cortices are thin, bright yellow. The medullae are 

160 unremarkable. 

161 GASTROINTESTINAL TRACT: The mucosa of the esophagus and 

162 stomach shows no abnormality. The stomach contains 

163 approximately 50 cc of thick tan fluid. The duodenum and small 

164 bowel contain similar appearing material. The large intestine 

165 is unremarkable. Firm fecal material is present in the 

166 descending colon. The rectum is empty. 

167 GENITOURINARY TRACT: The kidneys weigh 170 grams each. 

168 The capsules strip with ease. The cortical surfaces are smooth. 

169 The parenchyma is firm and congested. The renal vessels, pelves 

170 and ureters are in their normal positions. The urinary bladder 

171 contains a very small amount of clear yellow urine. The bladder 

172 mucosa is unremarkable. 

173 The prostate gland is of normal size and unremarkable on 

174 cut section. The testes are palpable in the scrotum. The penis 
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175 is uncircumcised.
